AKRON TORNABG:
Many Houses Demolished—A Number of People
Berlously Injured. ST
AKRON, Om10, May 11,—Darknefs
shut in so quickly after the torondo that
tore through the southern part of the
olty Saturday evening, that mnot
half an idea could be gotton of the

flerceness or extent of the terrible
storm. To-day has been so calm and
sunshiny that even half s dozen people
who stood about thelr wrecked homes,
scarcely realized that the elements could
ever work themselves into such fury,
Professor Egbert of Buotel college, who

wns out In the storm, caloulates
thut it wnas traveling at the rate of
four miles n minuts, so that its

track of about & mile and & half through
this clty wnas traversed in little more than
twenty seconds. It moved in almost &
gtraight loe through a well-settled part
of the oltv, and scarcely a foot of the
mile and =® hall but s strewn
to-day with splintersd honse timbers,
broken furniture, nprooted trees and
leveled barns nnd outhouses, In & trip
over the storm’s path to-day ninoteen
dwellings were counted that were either
ripped into kindling wood or so badly
wrecked that they c¢snnot be ocou-
pied. Or the eighteen ner-
sons who were injured all will
probably recover. The most seriously
hurt are:
